The Augusta territory, with Augus-
ta as the prinecipal trading point, is
peculiarly well placed for the deve-
opment of such a “valley system" of
highways, since the eilty is on the
great Savannah River, which has
made a mighty cut, greater than
many Panaomas, through the hills to
the omuntains, with tributaries of
smilaler rivers, creeks apd branches,
reaching every . portlon of the terri-
tory. Unquestionably this {s the di-
rection in which the future highway
system of Augusta and her territery
should be developed—new roads will
besneeded and they should be put In
the valleys. .

A highaw would {follow the Savan-
nah Valley, above highwater, on the,
Georgla slde, away up to Tallulah and
boyond. Branch rosas would go up
the main streams whenever they were
oncountered—Kiokee Oreek, Littlo
Iilver,( Soap Creek, Fishing Creek,
Broad River, Beaverdam Creek, etc.
As  tributary ®ramches on these
streams were met (if of sufficient im-
portance) branch roads would follow
these valleys, and have tributarles.
The Kiokee Creek road, for inslance,
Wwould “drain” all the central portion
of Columbla County; the Little River
road would “drain” all the northern
portion of Columbia, McDuflle, Tal-
iaferro, with a good portion of War-
ren and Green countles, going nearly
to Union Point. It would serve the
southern parts of Lincoln, Wilkes and
Oglethorpe. The town of Washing-
ton, Ga., would find {ts best road ‘o
Augusta down Little River and the
Savannah River. !
